Afluuis aud American Exnreas Com- 
paules liave ulo.sed tliolr books ou a 
disastrous jear, and the Wells Fargo 
officials are taking their solace In read- 
ing the statistics of earnings in the 
sweet, flit years before Uncle Sain 
became weary of the extortionate rates 
of these separate organizations^ that 
uued to get together iu arranging to 
squeeze the public, just as they "get 
together" today in order lhat they may 
not be forced an inch farther than is 
absolutely necessary, to escape the ar- 
tillery fire that lias followed in the 
clear pathway that the government 
parcel post siege guns have made. The 
Postmaster General In his recent report 
lecalls that the original advocates of 
tht> unicel post predicted "that possibly 
:KJO,(KIO,OUO parcels would be handled 
during the Ilrst jeur," whereas more 
than 800,00,000 parcels are now going 
through the mails annually. Increases 
like UOO to 500 per cent, in a single 
year have not been unusual iu some of 
the big postofflces. 
Many people who

HAS FINE BALANCE 


Borrowed Sixteen Thousand Dollars 


Less Thau Year Before. 


County Auditors Charles H. Gante, 


of Morrisville; Hany 
L. Moon, of 


Tullytown, and Moses H 
Bice, of 


Chalfont, completed their work Wed- 
nesday morning. 


One of the latest statements to be 


passed upon was that of County Treas- 
urer William K. Fine, which shows an 
actual cash balance of $12,69(1.47. 


During 1814 the County Treasurer 


borrowed $«4,000 which was $16,000 
less than the year before, but paid off 
$74,000 of debt in 1013 
This is 


explained by the fact that late In 1913 
it was necessary to make an addi- 
tional loan to provide for the pajment 
of damages for the owning of the ex- 
tension of Hamilton street, Doylestovvn, 
and the amount was carried over. Had 
it not been for this expense tlie bal- 
ance in the treasur.v would have been 
over $20,000 larger. 


On Monday morning Burgess Thomas 


Scott submitted to the Bristol borough 
•ouncll at the special session for re- 
organization, a mesage in which he re- 
viewed the "state of the borough" and 
urged upon council many important 
recommendations. His 
message dis- 


played a keen know-bilge of municipal 
affairs and his suggestions for fiuther 
improvements are ones that will be 
IMiteut to every one.

"The year that has just closed has

lave just been completed, and destined 
without doubt to he one of the best 
laying investments, in so far as it rc- 
ates to the condition of the general 
health of the borough, that could have 
been undertaken. Great credit Is due 
your honorable body and especially to 
;he members of the Street committee, 
through whose efforts you were enabled 
to place the system In opeuitlon at 
such an early date. 


It Is to be hoped that all of our 


property owners will avail themselves 
without delay, of this opportunity to 
connect v\ Ith the sj stem and that at 
the end of this present year every

properly drained. 


"Until complete data are obtained 


is to the actual expense of operating 
the sewers it will be impossible to pie- 
dict what steps may be necessary to 
provide i'or that item, but should the 
estimates of your engineers be correct 
the hope is entertained that the finances 
of tlie borough, as at present conducted, 
will be sufiicient to taxe care of this in- 
crease to our expenses without having 
to make any further call in the way of 
rentals. Thus meeting with the popu- 
lar view that, if'possible to do so, the 
sewers should be free to all. 


"If agreeable to the members con- 


stituting the Police committee it would 
be most gratifying to have their rela- 
tions with the police force of tlie bor- 
ough continue as they have In the past.

ISLAND OF CYPRUS. 


Once Famed Far Its* Forests, It Has 


Had a Stirring History. 


Cyprus Is an Island lu tbe Mediter- 


ranean wbicb has figured largely In 
the history of Europe. Famed In an- 
tiquity for its forests, today, except tor 
the pine woods on the summits of Its 
historic mountain, it is largely bare and 
treeless. From Egypt came mouarchs 
to find timber for their Beets, and from 
Athens and Home men to wort Its rich 
copper mines. The Apostle Paul vis- 
ted Cyprus in his tlrst great mission- 
ry journey, nnd Mark went there later 
vlth Barnabas. 


At the division of the Roman empire 


Cyprus went to tbe Byzantine emper- 
ors. In the twelfth century England 
ook the Island and sold It to tbe 
tulgutB Templars, who in turn sold It 
to the kins of Jerusalem. In 157ti the 
Turks sent 110.000 men against Cyprus. 
Nic-osla, its capital, was taken after a 
forty-live day siege, and 20,000 people 
were put to the sword. In 1878 Eng- 
aml and Turkey entered into tin agree- 
ment whereby Turkey retained sover- 
eignty over the Island, while England 
took chr.rgo of Its administration. 


Cyprus Is 148 miles long, from forty 


to llfty miles wide and Is about 3.1KX) 
square inllcs. In area, with a fertile 
plain separating northern and southern 
mountain ranges. Tbe Island produces 
c-nppcr. gold, silver, asbestos, gypsum, 
rcil Jasper, cotton, wheat, barley, to- 
bacco, silk and fruits. Wine is its best 
known product. The water supply Is 
meager, but the climate Is healthy.— 
National Geographic Society's Bulletin.

kill un enemy, but to wound him. "A 
dead man Is simply one soldier lost 
from his army. He Is not a burden to 
liny om>. 
A \vumirl"il soldier must bo 


taken care of. 
Four wounded soldiers 


must have an ambulance with two 
horse* and an tibleuodled soldier driver. 


"Thirty woumleil soldlet-s must have- 


a sui-KCon. a hospital steward and ten 
or a dozen able lioclUKl soldiers to aid 
the doc-tor and wait upmi and nurse tbe 
wounded men. The nmbulaui-es block 
the roads and delay tbe troops, espe- 
cially the uttlllory and tlie supply 
wagons. 


"When n man Is hurt every one Is 


anxious to get him at once to a doctor. 
If tlie troops on tbe firing line are not 
well disciplined and n soldier Is wound- 
ed there will be three or four soldiers 
ivho are willing and anxious to curry 
bliu to the rear. 


"For every soldier wounded the Bring 


line loses four soldiers, and a hundred 
men wounded means that -WO men are 
lost to the firing line, for they never re-

workl 
What would happen? 
Tbe 


number of living beings upon tbe sur- 
face of the earth would be so great 
there would be no room for them. The 
atmosphere would be transformed Into 
a compact mass of birds and insects 
which would be impenetrable even by 
the rays of tbe sun. 
In Its super- 


abundance life would suffocate and 
crush out life itself, and then death 
would rule supreme all at once. In a 
few days all organic life would have 
disappeared from the earth. 
It would 


be nothing but a waste and a desert. 


That microscopic animal, the rotifer 


or rotator, lays thirty eggs at a time 
and starts seventy generations every 
year. If all these Individuals remain- 
ed alive nt tbe end of a year their to- 
tal would be so enormous as to make 
a sphere larger than the known uni- 
verse. 
The cynlps, which produce the galls 


on the oak trees, tbe rose -lice, the phyl- 
loxera and otber apbldlans or Insects, 
which extract tbe sugar from plants, 
multiply In enormous numbers. 
One 


aphldlan produces twenty-five descend- 
ants In a single day; on tbe second 
day we should have 25 by 25, or 625 In- 
dividuals; the third day 15,025. and so 
on In geometrical proporrioa 
Ten 


thousand of these Insects, lighter than 
ether, weigh one-twentieth of a gram. 
Ten consecutive generations would 
make a cube equal to 1,000,000 men 
weighing 200 pounds each, and this In 
ten days. 


One fly gives birth to about 20,000.- 


000 individuals In a single summer. 
At the end of five summers of free 
propagation we should reach a fan- 
tastic flgure~32 followed by 35 zeros. 


Consider tie vegetables for a mo- 


ment One plant of henbane can pro- 
duce no less than 10.000 seeds In a 
single year. 
In five years It would 


have covered the entire surface of the 
earth wltb an Impenetrable layer. And 
what about all the mushrooms that 
multiply so rapidly In a few days as 
to make all other vegetable Me almost 
impossible? 


The destruction of nfe Is as cruel In 


the depths of the ocean as It Is on 
earth, and the same terrible things 
would bapiwn If there were no death 
in the sea. 
If there were no death 


one cod would In six years fill tbe 
ocean solid full'and running over. Ot 
course the original codfish wouldn't do 
it alone, but she would be responsible 
for It 
One cod lays about 9.000,000 


eggs In tbe year after she la three 
years old. 


Three years later. If there were n» 


death, all the progeny of this first ttsb 
would each deposit 9,000.000 eggs dur- 
ing that year, making a total of 81,- 
000,000,000.000. Of course these flgures 
are so great that they mean nothing 
to us except perhaps a gasp of aston- 
ishment. 
Now. take another taree 


years—making six in ail from the time 
the first cod deposited her eggs—each 
of these cod deposits 9.000.000 eggs, 
making the total of six years 64,081,- 
000,000.000.000,000.000.000,000.0001 And 
this from one codfish onlyl 


If there were no death. Imagine 


what all the codBsh would do at this 
rate! As a matter of fact, taking cod- 
fish alone, tt there were no death 
among them, they would smother ev- 
erything to death with their numbers 
in the first three years and leave the 
old earth dripping codfish Into stellar 
space. 
Medusae are destroyed In enormous 


numbers by aquatic animals, but tbe 
stomach of each medusa contains more 
than 100.000 of those microscopic ma- 
rine algae called diatoms. One whale 
at a single mouthful swallows billions 
of these marine aniinalcrflae. 


From tbe bottom to the top of the 


scale the scene Is the some. The great- 
er the propagating power ot specie the 
greater and more rapid is tbe work ot 
death, so as to preserve the equillb 
rium. without which all life would 
cease. Nature seems cruel to us. bni

Of course such a thing as no death 


Is n great deal like an irresistible force 
striking nn Immovable body, for In nn 
unbelievable short tim« the earth 
would be covered with animal and 
vegetable matter, the air packed solid 
with Birds anu all flying things and 
the seas made solid by fish.

Eruptions Have a Deadly Ef- 


i 
feet Upon Kelp Life, 


The damage done to seaweed and 


other forms of marine vegetation is 
about tbe last thing that would occur 
to anybody who had not made a study 
of the subject as a possible result of 
a volcanic eruption. 


Kelp Is one ot the most useful forms 


of seaweed. It used to be found In 
abundance off various parts of the 
const of Alaska, but for several years 
past the crop has been practically de- 
stroyed by volcanic eruptions which 
have occurred in that vicinity. 


This has been a source of great loss 


to the natives of Alaska, who bave 
made use of kelp in a variety of ways. 
As it grows only In shallow water, It 
has proved a valuable aid to naviga- 
tion in waters where there are prac- 
tically no aids except such as nature 
has provided. Then, too. tbe natives 
used it to fertilize their gardens. 


There are various theories as to Just 


how the action of volcanoes Interrupts 
or entirely stops the growth of kelp. 
One Is that the hot blasts and poison- 
ous gases which pour out of the 
crater* during eruptions are fatal to 
plant life. 


Another more probable explanation 


of the damage done to kelp Is that It 
Is due to the enormous masses of pum- 
ice from the volcanoes. 


This pumice, It Is thought, covers the 


rocks so that the kelp and other ma- 
rine plants find It Impossible to cling 
to them, or it may be that It is the 
grinding effect produced on this great 
mass of rough stone by the constant 
movement of tbe tides and waves 
which crushes out the water's vege- 
table life.—New York American.

They Do Not Bear Fruit Until They 


Are Fifty Years Old. 


In this country Brazil nuts are al- 


most as well known as walnuts, yet 
few know the manner of their growth 
and the steps taken In their collection 
and marketing. The tree Itself Is the 
most majestic in the valley ot the Ama- 
zon, where It attains a height ranging 
from fifty to a hundred feet. Gener- 
ally several hundred trees are found In 
a group. The control of the best pro- 
ducing districts long ago passed to pri- 
vate Individuals; hence tbe natives are 
not free to pick and sell the nuts at 
will. 


The Brazil nut tree does not begin to 


bear fruit until It attains tbe age of 
fifty years or thereabouts and contin- 
ues to produce crops intermittently al- 
most forever. At least trees known to 
be hundreds of years old have pro- 
duced crops. The pods In which the 
nuts are contained drop in November 
and December. 


These pods are very hard and weigh 


several pounds, consequently the trees 
are studiously avoided during tbe pe- 
riod in which the pods are dropping 
since It would be extremely hazardous 
for the gatherers to expose themselves 
to the danffer of having the pods fal! 
on them from such a great height 
Bach pod is at least seven inches in 
diameter and is full of nuts. The pod 
Is usually opened with a machete.—Ar- 
gonaut. 


Ruakin's Roast Beef.

Thrashing Wheat ft Cyprus. 


The ancient Roman tribulum. as 


used for thrashing, may still be seen In 
the Island of Cyprus. It Is a board 
about six feet long and two feet wide, 
studded with sharp edged flakes of 
flint 
In use it Is dragged by oxen or 


donkeys over the corn spread out on 
the hard earthen thrashing floor, sepa- 
rating the greln and at the same time 
bruising and chopping up the straw. 
Thrashing time Is enjoyed alike by 
children and animals, th.e former riding 
on the primitive Implement and the lat- 
ter gorging themselves with a hearty 
meal, for In Cyprus the Biblical com- 
mand. "Thou shalt not muzzle the ox 
that treadeth out the corn," la still 
faithfully observed. Although the gov- 
ernment offers to thrash by machine at 
nominal cost the conservative Cypriote 
prefers the old method. He says that 
the animals will not eat machine chaff- 
ed straw, and straw they must eat, for 
there Is no hay In Cyprus.—Wide World 
Magazine. 


First Fiction Known. 


The "Tale of Two Brothers," written 


8,200 years ago by the Theban scribe 
Bnnana, librarian of tbe palace to King 
Merenptah. the supposed Pharaoh of 
the Exodus. Is the oldest work of fic- 
tion extant 


The tale was written apparently for 


tbe entertainment of the crown prince, 
who subsequently reigned as Sell II. 
His name appears in two places on the 
manuscript probably the only surviv- 
ing autograph signatures of an Egyp- 
tian king. 


This piece of antique fiction, written 


on nineteen sheets of papyrus In a bold 
hieratic hand, was purchased In Italy 
by Mme. d'Ot'blney, who sold It In 1857 
to the authorities of the British mu- 
seum,' where It Is now known as the 
D'Orblney papyrus.

Turks sent 130,000 men against Cyprus. 
Nicosia, Its capital, was taken after a 
forty-Dve daj alette, and 20.tX)0 people 
were put to tbe sword. In 1878 Eng- 
land and Turkey entered into an agree- 
ment whereby Turkey retained ^ver- 
elguty o\er the Island, while England 
took charge of its administration.

The 
atmosphere would be transformed into 
a compact mass of birds and Insects 
whicb would be Impenetrable even by 
tbe rays of the sun. 
In its super- 


abundance life would suffocate and 
crush out life Itself, and then death 
would rule supreme all at once. In a 
few days all organic life would have 
disappeared from the earth. It would 
be nothing but a waste nnd a desert 


That microscopic animal, the rotifer 


or rotator, lays thirty eggs at a time 
and starts seventy generations every 
year. If all these Individuals remain- 
ed alive at the end of a year their to- 
tal would be so enormous as to make 
a sphere larger than the known uni- 
verse. 


The cynips, which produce the galls 


on the oak trees, the rose -'Ice, the phyl- 
loxera and other aphidlans or Insects, 
which extract the sugar from plants, 
multiply tn enormous numbers. One 
aphldlan produces twenty-five descend 
ants in a single day; on the second 
day we should have 25 by 25, or 625 In- 
dividuals; the third day 15,625, and so 
on In geometrical proportion.

thousand of these insects, lighter than 
ether, weigh one-twentieth of a gram. 
Ten consecutive generations would 
make a cube equal to 1,000.000 men 
weighing 200 pounds each, and this In 
ten days.

At the end of five summers of free 
propagation we should reach a fun 
tastlc figure—32 followed by 35 zero*. 


Consider tbe vegetables for a mo- 


ment One plant of henbane can pro- 
duce no less than 10.000 seeds tn a 
single year 
In flve years It would 


have covered the entire surface of the 
earth with an impenetrable layer. And 
what about all the mushrooms that 
multiply so rapidly In a tew days as 
x> make all other vegetable life almost 
Impossible? 


The destruction of nfe to as cruel In 


the depths of the ocean as It Is on 
earth, and the same terrible things 
would bappeu If there were no death 
In the sen 
If there were no death 


one cod would in sii years fill the 
ocean solid full'and running over. Of 
course tbe original codfish wouldn't do 
it atone, but she would be responsible 
for it 
One cod lays about 9,000,000 


eggs in the year after she is three 
years old. 


Three years later. If there were no 


death, all the progeny of this flrst nab 
would each deposit 9,000.000 eggs dur- 
ing that year, making a total of 81,- 
000,000,000,000. Of course these figures 
are so great that they mean nothing 
to us except perhaps a gasp of aston- 
ishment 
Now. take another three 


years-making six In all from the time 
the flrst cod deposited her eggs—each 
of these cod deposits 9,000.000 eggs, 
making the total of six years 64,081.- 


ALASKA^S_SEAWEED. 


Volcanic Eruptions Have a Deadly Ef- 


fect Upon Kelp Life. 


The damage done to seaweed and 


other forms of marine vegetation 1» 
about tbe last thing that would oc=ur 
to anybody who had not made a study 
of the subject as a possible result of 
a \olcanic eruption. 


Kelp In one of the most useful forms 


of seaweed. It ubed to be found in 
abundance off various parts of the 
coast of Alaska but for several years 
past the crop has been practically de- 
stroyed by volcanic eruptions which 
have occurred in that vicinity. 


This has been a source of great loss 


to the natives of Alaska, who have 
made use of kelp in a variety of ways. 
Aa it grows only in shallow water. It 
has proved a valuable aid to naviga- 
tion in waters where there are prac- 
tically no aida except such as nature 
has provided. Then, too. the natives 
ubfd it to fertilize their gardens. 


There ore various theories as to just 


how the action of volcanoes Interrupts 
or entirely stops the fcTowtb of kelp. 
One Is that the hot blasts and poison- 
ous gases which pour out of the 
craters during eruptions are fatal to 
plant life. 


Another more probable explanation 


of the damage done to kelp Is that it 
is due to the enormous masses of pum- 
ice from the volcanoes. 


This pumice, it is thought, covers the 


rocks so that the kelp and other ma- 
rine plants find It impossible to cling 
to them, or it may be that It is the 
grinding effect produced on this great 
mass of rough stone by the constant 
movement of the tides and waves 
which crushes out the water's vege- 
table life.—New York American.

They Do Not Bear Fruit Until They 


Are Fifty Years Old. 


In this country Brazil nuts are al- 


most as well known as walnuts, yet 
few know the manner of their growth 
and the steps taken In their collection 
and marketing The tree Itself is the 
most majestic in the valley of the Ama- 
zon, 
where It attains a httlght ranging 


from flfty to a hundred feet Gener- 
ally several hundred trees are found in 
a group. The control of the best pro- 
ducing districts ions ago passed to pri- 
vate Individuals; hence the natives are 
not free to pick and sell tbe nuts at 
will. 


The Brazil nut tree does not begin to 


bear fruit until It attains the age of 
flfty years or thereabouts and contin- 
ues to produce crops intermittently al- 
most forever. At least trees known to 
be hundreds of years old have pro- 
duced crops. The pods In which the 
nuts ore contained drop in November 
and December. 


These pods are very hard and weigh 


several pounds, consequently the trees 
are studiously avoided during the pe- 
riod In which the pods are dropping 
since it would be extremely hazardous 
for the gatlierers to expose themselves 
to the danger of having the pods fall 
on them from surh u great height 
Each pod Is at least seven inches in 
diameter and Is lull of nuts 
The pod 


is usually opened with a machete.—Ar-

Thrashing time Is enjoyed alike by 
children and animals, the former riding 
on the primitive Implement and the lat- 
ter gorging themselves with a hearty 
meal, for In Cyprus the Biblical com- 
mand, "Thou shalt not muzzle the ox 
that treadeth out the corn," is still 
faithfully observed.

An ant can carry a grain of corn 


ten times the weight of Its body, while 
a man or horse can carry loads only 
about equal to its bodily weight 
It 


is not a fact, however, that the ant is 
greatly superior In strength. If an ant 
should grow to twice Its original size, 
still retaining its geometrical and his- 
tologies! structure, Its volume, and ac- 
cordingly the weight of Its body, woold 
increase eightfold. Although the mus 
cles grow to twice their original Ql 
mensions. the Increase In length does 
not increase the strength, which Is 
proportional to their cross section, and 
the ant would only be four times as 
strong as before. 
As It now carries 


but flve times Its weight, however. It 
Is relatively only half as strong. It 
is calculated that the same ant devel- 
oped to the size of a man would only 
be able to carry one one-hundredth of

First Fiction Known.

This piece ot antique fiction, written 


on nineteen sheets of papyrus In a bold 
hieratic hand, was purchased in Italy 
by Mme. d'Orbiney, who sold It in 1857 
to the authorities of tbe British mu- 
seuuC where it Is now known, as the 
P'Orblney papyrus
